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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The claims were previously rejected under 35 USC 1 12(1) and present amendment 
fails to cure the problems. Independent claim 1 now recites: "wherein the second clock is used 
for a discharging frame", independent claims 12 and 16 recite: "the frame, being a discharging 
frame". The thorough examination of the specification did not reveal a basis for such limitations. 
The specification on several occasions describes applying a "discharged" negative voltage to the 
pixel through the TFT transistors in order to bring TFT transistor threshold back to the initial 
value, see paragraphs [0033], [0034] and [0036] and prevent the threshold drift. The 
specification is silent of how this "discharged" voltage is assessed, which also gives rise to a best 
mode requirements issue under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 1-20 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

5. It is not understood what does it mean "the second clock is used for a discharging frame" 
in claim 1, or "a plurality of pixel units corresponding to the frame, being a discharging frame, 
wherein the pixel units use one frame as the unit to display an image of the frame", as claimed in 
claims 12 and 16. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with 
current U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 21 September 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive, because they did not address the rejections under 35 USC 1 12(1) presented in the 
preceding Office action.

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).

8. As to the merits of the invention, which according to applicant's disclosure is about 
stabilizing the threshold voltage of switching transistors in the active OLED matrix, wherein the 
stabilization is achieved by resetting or switching off the transistors every time after data of a 
frame . is written into pixels, the following references are considered to be pertinent to the 
invention: 

Kimura et aL, US 6,362,798 Bl, discloses driving using two partitioned clocks Vscan 
and Vrscan (see FIGs. 1, 2A-B) and applying signal during Vscan and reset signal during Vrscan 
in order to stabilize driving TFT threshold. 

Ruta, US 6,075,524, discloses applying negative discharge voltage V- during reset to 
stabilize TFT threshold. 

Wu, US 6,710,757 B2, discloses partitioned clocks A and B for inputting video signal 
and prevention (turn-off) signal respectively within the frame interval for stabilizing the 
threshold of driving TFT. 

Kondo, US 6,777,888 B2, discloses partitioned clocks Og and Or for driving signal and 
reference voltage for compensating an offset of driving TFT.
